The present seems to be a very oih 
portune'ti&^for'^brihgihg- -the • B. cO. : 
Benevolent Society's claims before the 
public, especially as. the society' is just 
entering upon its second decade of use- 
fulness. Early in January, 1S72, a 
number of prominent gentlemen of all 
creeds, of all shades of political opinion 
and representing several difterent na- 
lionaL'tiea, met together for the pur- 
pose of inaugurating tliis institution. 
To be sure there svore pliiltinthropic or- 
ganizations that were and arc still do- 
ing admirable work, notably the St. 
Andrew's and Caledonian Snciety; but 
their field of operations was partially 
limited, and necessarily .so, to charit- 
able Qbjccts having some claims upon 
this society on the basis 0/ nniioniility.

funds of this organization. Their oiior- 
ations liave not been confined to the 
distribution of aid among destitute resi- 
dents; but year by year unfortunates of 
both sexes have been forwarded to 
their homes in the- mother country 
and iirJfOreign lands^,, Attcmpts at im- 
positioii nrc.ocdriRion|»yy nytfle; "but the 
chances of success are very small in- 
deed when the examining and reliev- 
ing committee is large and composed of 
.shrewd, intelligent and pu.shing busi- 
ness men'.' ' Those at^mpts have almost 
invariably been frustrated to the con- 
fusion' of the parties making them. A 
glance at the annual reports shows that 
from .something under S500 to nearly a 
§1000 yearly have been disbursed in 
relieving poor and destitute peo[)le. 
Some m'>nths havc been sjient in 
this . manner, . From 50 to nearly 100 
different individuals and families have 
been assisted in various ways from year 
to year. . Indeed, the usefulness of the 
society is only limited by the paucity 
of means placed at its disposal. In view, 
therefore, of the munificent offer of 
Miss LixGARD and her^ talented com- 
pany' to'play thisOTening for th'e benefit 
of this society we have placed its claims 
upon public patronage so prominently 
before biir numerous readers, relying 
upon their well-known liberality and 
sympathy for suffering humanity to 
occupy every inch of standing rooni in 
the tlieaffe above and^below.

Thuksiiay, Dec. 8'i- 

'I'lio coiul ojicMieil at 11:20 a.m. 

Iii*tho absom-e uf the regiati'ar 'lii'ough 
sicliiieas tho Deputy Registrar, /^Ir. Ed- 
win Loigh, read tiie usual cuiupission is- 
sued by Lieut, (lovernor Corpwall to tho 
judges for tho holding of theassJzoa.

Mr. J. H. Todd was chosen foreman. 

Mr. Justice Crease observed to tho At- 
torney General that the commission just 
road waa a joint and several one to the 
Chief Justice and himself while there 
were aovoral other comniissiona of the 
sanui date to hold assizes tliroughout the 
province to separate judges, for instance 
to Mr. JHBtico Gray and Mr. Justice Mc- 
Creiglit to do exactly tlie same tiling. 
What otfcct these might have on each 
other's validity, and of all acts done 
under them ho could not at the present 
moment say; but he considered it neces- 
sary to call the .ittontion of tho Attorney 
(leneral to the point and to ask him if In.' 
jiroposed to go on under the commi.s.sinn 
just road. 

Tho attorney general — Certainly, it is 
<)uilB in order. There are precedents m 
this <!ourt for it. 

The Chief Justice expressed a doubt, 
but could not suddenly pronounce an 
opinion as to what tho effect of two dif- 
ferent commissions of the same date to 
two ditlerent sets of persons to do the 
same tiling have on each other. There 
waa danger in these novelties. 

The attorney-gonoral replied that tlicru 
was no novelty. It was mentioned with 
approval in tho McLean case and a simi- 
lar thing occurred witli his Lordship the 
Chief Justice on one of his circuits, 
through tho mainland and also to Mr. 
Justice Gray in Kootenay, both in tho 
same year, and in general words over the 
(^samo ground; and ho believed, though be 
could not say positively, the same date. 

Tho Chief Justice remarked that ho 
would not discuss tlio matter furtlier. Tlin 
point was fully raised andthal waa enough 
for tho present. 

Mr. Justice Crease then proceeded to 
address the Grard Jury, remarking that 
since last assizos v.. ■ 'lauatain- 
od the lamentable death oi hit. Justice 
Uobortson, a learned, acute and pains- 
taking judge; impartial, just and true, an 
irreproachable ciiaracter, cut off in tho 
flower of hia existence and in the midst of 
his usefulness. In tho porformanco of his 
duty tho lamented gentleman, just de- 
ceased, had met with an accident during 
the past summer at Kamloops, from the 
eflVcts of which deatli resulted. Although 
feeling remarks had been made throuuh 
the press and tho pulpit yot hia relations 
as a brother judge were ao eminently sa- 
tisfactory on tho bench, to which he had 
ab recently boon raised, that u tribute of 
eatoom and regret seemed to be but a 
duty, though a melancholy one. Previous tu 
his elevation to a judgeship he had nocea- 
aarily been looking only at one side of 
(luoations; but on the bench he had an op- 
portunity of weighing facts and holding 
evenly the balance of justice. He was a 
groat source of strength and unity to and 
among his brother judges, and as a judge 
himself ho was a most valuable acquisi- 
tion tutho country. In the administration 
of tho law in important cases now pend- 
ing hia opinion would have been 
exceedingly useful. Ho would only 
say furthor after the admirable 
and richly deserved eulogies passed upon 
tho late judge by the |)re38 all over the 
province, and by the pulpit also, th-u 
"taking him nil in all we ne'er should 
look upon his like again." ^' "inning to 
the criminal calendar the Ig '^il judge 
was glad to observe that it \\fa a light 
one, thoro being only six castjs in all. 
Ono, however, was possibly r\.i'"high as 
murder, although perhaps not that; and 
ao on ranging down to petty larceny. The 
cases wore then separately enumerated 
and the circumstancns of each explained. 
Tho Grand Jurors wore informed that it 
waa not necessary for them to go minute- 
ly into each charge. It waa quite sufli- 
cient if a prima facie case appeared to be 
made out for a true bill to bo rendered. 
Ho was sorry to say that whiskey was the 
cauBQ of much, if not all, tho crime com- 
mitted by the Indians, and that it stirred 
up tho worst and most ferocious passions 
among them. Drunkenness, however, 
was no excuse for crimo and no mitigation 
of it in any w.iy. The drunkard is fully 
responsible for what ho puts into his 
mouth to take away his senses. The law 
waa explained on the crimo of wounding 
and killing cattle which had been com- 
mitted on Salt Spring Island; and also on 
the case of money stealing in a Chinese 
house. This, tho learned Judge remark- 
ed, was embezzlement likewise, ns it was 
a breach of trust as well as robbery. 
There was also a case of burglary where 
tho prisoner had chaige of the house from 
whj'"b the aum of 8224 waa taken. Evi. 
donee upon which tho grand jury would 
pronounce would bo laid before thoiu and 
the proof» seemed to bo very strong; but

The Attorney Geudnil wished the de- 
position of Binhinghain to be handed to 
the gKind jury, as ho wtlsniofc in tlie coun-

Hon. Justice Cre use rcuiurkcd to the 
grand jury that there were other duties 
devolving ui)on them which had been 
over and over again enumerated so tlip 
it was unnecessary to particularize the- 
Houses of ill fame, gambling places; 
fact anything dangerous to life and •'■"'^ 
or subversive of the morals of thi-^f""" 
in iiiity might be nieiitionori, on) ''";'>' 
would have to indite parties by 
order that proper stops migiit "■' t''ken 
against them. 

Tho Chief Justice also .said- f""' "ords 
boforo tho grand jury ret;'^^ their 
room, toUiiifir them that should do 
thoir duty iirindicting nu^i^'ces of every 
description without fear f^i^'or or affec- 
tion. He referred to ^'vcral matters iu 
which it was their i^ty to lake engni- 
zance. 

Tho Attuiney Oe *-'"'"' could not allow 
the death of Mr J ustio Uobortson to 
iwsa without bo''B alluded to by him. 
The lamented ji^'se W'ls a friend to every- 
body and tho ( '">">' "f n'Jue and he could 
hardly exprop 'ho great esteem iu which 
lie was hel(''^y all who came in contact 
with him. could not trust hiuiself to 
say much '^"t '"'^1 been his (the At- 
torney reneral's) friend from tiie time 
they A)mmenced praetico together in 
CariWo- Ho was glad to find that tho 
pret, had paid its tribute of esteem to 
suci a man. 

ilis Lordship the Chief tlustice also 
iiado a few remarks on tho loss of i\lr. 
Justice Robertson which he chaiacteri/.ed 
as an irreparable one to his family, to the 
province and to tho Dominion. 

AFTERNOON SITTINC. 
The Court reassembled at 12.4,") when 
the (Irand .)ury returned and reported 
true hills against Oiler EiiLjloburaten and 
IVtor Tessier. 

.•V new indictment wa.s presented liy 
Hon. Justice Crease and the circmnstaii- 
ces exi)laincHl. 
Tho Grainl .Iiiry again retired. 
The first ca.se calleil on wasthat of Oiler 
Euglehursteii for maiming and killing an 
ox, the property of Michael Gyve.i of Salt 
Sprini; I.ilaiid i^ii the 28tli day of .'.iigust, 
1881. 

Tile attorney -general reviewed tho cir- 
cuuistanees in connection with tho ofl'cnco 
chargetl against the prisoner, and remark- 
ed there was usually a dilllculty in bring- 
ing charges of this kind home to the per- 
petrators, as dunil) animals could imt 
spoak for themselves; henco tho law wa.H 
very rigidly severe on such oU'enders. 

Michael (iyves sworn — Lived on the 
south akli of Salt Spring Island; knew 
the prisoner at the bar; on* Monday, the 
29th .-August, lio wanted to use his work 
oxen, but one of them could not be found; 
wont out again in the afternoon for an- 
other search and found tracks leading in- 
to Tessier's potato patch, and near Die 
house found spots of blood in the direc- 
tion of a thicket in which the auunal was 
lying wounded in the foreleg, back of 
the kni;e joint ; got assistance from his 
neighbors and e.\amined the wound; tlie 
sinews and bono were [larted and cnilj' 
held by the llesh; there was another 
wound at the base of the tail; retu.-ned 
next morning for the purpose of killing 
thu animal when it was found dead; pris- 
oner said that ho had no spite against 
witness to do such a thing, but he believ- 
ed Tessier had a spile against him; prison- 
er had killed a hog belonging to witness 
bofure, but lie had settletl the matter. 

Tho learned judge, as tiic prisoner was 
undefended, gave him a caution .as to 
asking questions. 

To the prisoner — You were not drunk 
when I met you in the afternoon. 

John Cairn, .sworn — Was called to look 
at an animal hcldiiging to (iyves. His 
further evidence corroborated that of last 
witness. 

The evidence of James Lenny and W. 
C. Sparrow was also corroborative. 

[Tho Grand Jury retired at 2.20 and 
reported that they had found true bills in 
all tho c.ises except that of W. Cart- 
right.] 

Ilobt. Brown, sworn — The prisoner 
stated, to him that neither he nor Peter 
was clear of it, and that he could if he 
liked put Gairus in for it, but ho did not 
like to do it. He then went to Mr. Ford 
and when ho saw him at the house ho 
said the case could not be settled as an 
action had been laid and it must go on. 

Fred. Ford, sworn — Am magistrate at 
Salt Spring island; Oyves laid informa- 
tion before me on a Alonday, and un the 
Tuesday morning f<dlowing as I was gn- 
ing to the steamer tho prisoner came to 
me and said he wanted to apeak on that 
matter of Gyves having his o.\ killed; he 
told mo liow it was found whon I told 
him I knew all about it; he said Gyves 
had offered to settle in tho same manner 
as the pig case was settled; he said if wit- 
ness advised him to settle he would go 
and see Peter about it; witness told him 
(iyvos could not settle it as he had laid an 
information; did not wish to hear any 
more about it; he must tell anything ho 
had to say in court on Thursday; at that 
time he was only summoned as a witness, 
and the next morning when court opened 
witness advised him to change tho prin- 
cipal. 

Supt. C. Todd, sworn — Prisoner spoke 
to him about the ox in jail on Oct. 7th in 
presence of Mr. Robinson, tho jailor; told 
him that if he wished tomakea statement 
it would bo written down, but that it 
might be used against luni. Witness read 
iho statement, which was corroborative 
of tho former witnesses' statements. 

Prisoner had not anj' witnesses to call. 

Mr. Walkem then addressed tho jury 
at some length, after which his Lordship 
summed up briefly and the jury retired. 
Tliey returned in lialf an Hour Tvith a ver- 
dict that the prisoner was guilty as acces- 
sory to the act after the fact. 

Sentence deferred. 

John Honiiosly was charged with steal- 
ing a gold watch and chain tli^ property 
of Jainos Birmingham. 

Mr. Walkem stated tliat us the main 
witness, Mr. Birmingham, was absent 
from the Province he thought this 
case would not occupy tho attention of the 
Court very long. 

Supt. O'Connor, sworn — Know tho pri- 
soner; he had been in charge since tho 
5th of June last, hIioii he was arrested on 
a ch.argo of stealing a watch from one 
James Hirminghani ; found no properly 
on tlie prisoner; charged him with tho 
theft, but iic said ho was drunk at the 
time and did not remember anything 
about it; was in the police court at the 
time ho waa tried; James Birniinghain 
gave his evidence at the time; lie was tho 
prosecutor and an iiniiortant witness; he 
is not in the province and has not been 
since ho left for San Francisco; was pre- 
sent when IMr. Birmingham gave his evi- 
dence iu tho police court before Hon. A. 
F. Pcmberton; the pfisoiier. had an op- 
portunity of examining, Mr.^B. at tl\o 
time; the puiao w'i^]notidugt^ ,qi^hiiij;; it 
was placed in the liaix^n'of aubttipi" person 
for safe koejiing. 



A. Aarr''"''^^™'^" — pawnbroker 
on* John'" street; know tlie prisoner; 
saw hiir^°'"°t""''' l'^^' "^'tuo w'hen ho 
pawno ^^■'I'ch and chain for $1); the 
^yjjtgj-was plated and the chain was a 9- 
gajgfgold one, the poorest quality of that 
me*'* 

Jross-examined by prisoner — Mr. Bir- 
,:ngham said if you would settle for it he 
vouTd not prosecute; but I could not ^rivo 
the Hatchback, sia it was already in the 
Jiands of the police. 

Oilicer Hough,8worii— On tho oth Juno 
Mr. Jensen, proprietor of tho Occidental 
Hotel, Wharf street, handed him a pnrso 
stating that prisoner had left it for safe 
keeping with him; there was 83.50 in it 
and a pawnticket; Supt. O'Connor and 
witiiefs made tho arrest; recollect Jlr. 
Biriuiiigham giving hia evidence; did not 
see tho prisoner sign his evidence. 

Supt. O'Connor, recalled — Wa.s in the 
police court when the examination took- 
place;''saw Honessly sign his evidence. 

Theo. Davie, sworn — Iviiew from what 
Mr. Bii-mingham stated that he is in busi- 
ness ill Canada; thought it waa i\lontreal ; 
tlrew u[) an order f<U' Dillon to get the 
watch; have instructions to ap[)ly for the 
watch; might as well say that Birming- 
ham said that he andUonnessy wore both 
on a spree, and tliat for all he could rc- 
niembcr ho might have given Henncsey 
orders to take the watch and turn it into 
money. 

Mr. Justice Crease then addressed the 
jury, stating that he thought the prisoner 
had already been punished sulhcicntly, 
and that the jurors ought to bring in a 
verdict of not guilty, which they did with- 
out leaving tho room. 

His Lordship then gave the pri.soiier a 
warning and disini.saed hini. 

Ci'urt adjourned until Friday at ] I a. in.

.loseph Harris was charged with stealing a 
coat from Boh, a Bidla Bella Indian, on 
Dec. Gth. 

Hob,sworn — I'l isoner cameto my lioiise 
with me on Tuesday; prisoner gave n\u 
some whiskey; I hung my coat up in mv 
house, put on my jumper anil went back 
to the wharf; tho coat produced is mine; 
prisoner was at my house when I left; coat 
worth iiS; when I returned from work my 
coat was gone; the prisoner had also gone; 
reported to the police that the coat was 
stolen and next saw it in a store on John- 
son street kci)t by a colored man; recog- 
nized Mr. Pointer in Court. 

Cro.ss-examiued by Jiri-souer — There was 
another sailor in the house, a klootclmian 
and another Indian besides myself. 

Nathan I'oinler.swurn I keopasecond- 
liand store on Julmson street; 1 ne- 
ver saw the prisoner before Tuesday last, 
when he brought a coat (now produced in 
court) to my store; I bought the coal; an- 
other sailor was with prisoner at the 
time; prisoner is the man who sold me 
tho coat for which I L'a\e .S'-'.oO; sail! the 
coat was his; he had paid §rf fur it; had it 
on when he came in tlio store; the Indian 
Bob saw the coat when ho came with the 
police and identified in my storn 
as his. 

Hoherl Killer .sw-,i ii- l am in Mr. Oil- 
more's sloie; [irisoncr came in the storu 
last Tuesday with another sailor; they 
came into the store to sell a coat similar 
to the ono produced in court; I think tho 
prisoner is the man who wanted to sell 
tho coat ; told him that the coat had been 
bought at our store; jirisoner said that the 
coat was bouglit in San Franciaco; I then 
told him that we did not buy old clothes 
and they left; the coat is worth 85 or 
more; I noticed that tho coat waa too 
small for pri.ioner. 

Cross-examined by prisoner — There 
were only two sailors in the stoi'e at the 
time, prisoner and another. 

Prisoner did not wish to have the case 
sent to a higher court; he was willing to 
trust to the honor of tho magistrate. 

Sentenced to three montlis' imprison- 
ment with hard labor. 

Sergt. Bloomfield asked for a remand 
of tho case against Old Man until Supt. 
O'Connoi' could attend as the case was 
his. 

Remanded accordingly. 
The Chinese cases postponed from the 
.'.i'.Hh ult. were also remanded until Mon- 
day, the I2th inst. 
Court adjourned until 11 a. ni. to-day.

Grading on tho Northern Pacillc wiU 
reach lake Pen d'Orcille within ten days. 
Tho track is within two miles of the lake 
and furthor work at la^uig iron is stopped 
for a few days by a bridge.. In two weeks 
all tlie piles for the bridge over the lake, 
8500 feet long, will have been driven. 
Graclingprogrcssesastisfactorily east of the 
lake and ton miles has been completed be- 
yond tho 225 recoiitly accepted by the 
commis.=ioiieis. Thirty-seven hundred 
men, ono-third whites, and two-thirds 
Chinese, are now on tho work. They are 
■well supplied for a winter's siege with 
powder, tools and provisions. Hay and 
grain are a tritle short, but 30 double 
teams are now busy hauling hay from sur- 
rounding farms into Cheneys where it is 
baled and forwarded to the front without 
delay. Tho company bought from Big- 
ham and Coiinell yestercby 200 horses 
aud mules, wagons and harness, which 
were on the works for some time. Eleven 
engineering parties are in the field, four 
on construction, live on loaitioii in 
Clark's fork division, one in tho Cascade 
mountains and ono between Portland and 
Kalama. Ciearing on tho lako to tho 
mouth of Clark's fork is finished. Tho 
company will furnisli , employment ovory 
day they can work to as many men as arc 
willing to go on tho' grade. 

Thk D.u.lk.s Division". — Uy Christmas 
the 0. U. N. Co. expect to have a track 
laid from the Lowor Cascades up to and 
across Hood river; also from The Dalles 
to a poihtfsix thiles b^o'wji where, tliore 
will bo a bridge 700 feet long and 85 feet 
high. This will leave a gap of 10 miles, 
but in ease of a freeze, the worst places. 
Crate's point, and the Upper Cascades,' 
can be passed by rail, and tho interven- 
ing jiortion of the river navigated by the 
Harvest Queen, which is now being 
sheathed with iron.

The lire broke out in the Pills- 
bury Jj (louring mill, owned and oper- 
ated, by (3, A. Pillsbury & Co. -It 
communicated to the mill owned by 
Dorillus Jlorrison, and oporatod by C. 
A. Piilsbury iV Co., and to the iMiii- 
neapolis mill, owned -uul oporated by 
Crocker, Fi.sk it (Jo,, which exploded, 
killing N..' Fr^dorick.s, fffii-stj /is^iptant 
engineer of't^io fli'eMcparcmeht.' "Th" 
fire thou conuininicntod to tlu^ iunpiro 
mill, ownfcd by L. F.. Watson, of Mas- 
fiachu.setts, aiui operated by 0. ,A Pill.s- 
bury it (Jo. A street having been 
reached at this jioint, tho fire wa.s got 
under control, but the brands from the 
conflagration falling upon f.h'e roof of 
the cotton mill near by, owned bv 
Dorillus Morri.soii, it was al.so con- 
.suuied. Thus four flouring mills and 
one cotton mill were consumed; with 
the railroad on the trestle work in the 
rear of the^ mills, and several freight 
cars Ciletl w-ith wheat. !Firo had coinl 
municated to the' mill of Crocker, Fisk 
it Co. whon an explosion occurred and 
lovelied tiio walls of the .structure, 
crushing the elevated railroad track in 
front of the mill, killing tlirno per.son.s 
and injuring another fatally. The explo- 
sion wa.i ono of great violence, .shatter- 
ing w indows as far as ten blocks away 
from the .scene and startingpeople from 
their early slumbers in all parts of the 
city. The cause is all a matter of 
speculation thus far. The mill had 
been shut down for some time. 

Detroit, Dec. Ci.—Q. S., iMarshal 
Wilco.x, of Denver, arriveil^ at tlie 
house of correction to night, having in 
custody a life prisoner, Ilenry W. 
"White, a desperado lately convicted of 
robbing a stage coach near Del Norte, 
Colorado, about five montlis ago and
